The Gold Demo» 
orats, who aro also Hanna men, may 
put a ticket in the field for a blind it 
they think they can strengthen the 
Hanna party by doing so. otherwise 
they will vote direct for the Gold Re 
publicans.

toen miles of street mains now laid am 
there are several localities that they 
do not teach, and if yon propose to lay 
only twelve miles, then many street 
must go without any city water at all 
How about this ? 


Now I quote from the Incorporation 


A.et: "The water supply herein refer 
red to shall be sufficient in volume o 
pure or wholesome water to supply a 
population of 20,000, and the wate 
mains shall be in strength, durabiiit; 
and capacity accordingly." I do no 
consider any of the sizes of pipe sug 
gested by our Sacramento friend as o 
sufficient strength and size to accom 
plish this according to tbe letter o 
spirit of the law, and on mature reflec 
tion, I do not think that $500,000 wouli 
be an excessive estimate. 


The only question you have answerei 


of mine is the one giving tbe pressnr 
expected on some of the pipes in th 
city, but even that answer is not su! 
flciently explicit for the people 
understand, and where the piessur 
will ba flf ty pounds pei inch and wher 
it will be forty.

THE SUNSET KOUTJ5 CLOSED. 


All Trains to Pass Over the Central 


Pacific System. 


The rumor that the famous Sunset 


Eoute of the Southern Pacific by way 
of El Paso would be closed indefinitely 
and tbe tiaffic sent over the Ogden 
Boute has become a fact and within a 
few days the passengers and freight 
formerly traveling over the Sunset 
Boute will pass through Ogden. 


The Sunset Boute with ita line from 


Kew Orleans to Los Angeles will be 
interfered with by the many cases of 
yellow fever now raging in tbe South 
and necessarily tbe stopping of those 
trains out of New Orleans with freight 
and passengers from New York by way 
of steamer and neighboring points and 
causing these to come over the Union 
Pacific into Ogden and on to the coaet 
by way of the Central Pacific. The 
cloae traffic arrangements made by the 
Central Pacific with the Union Pacific 
will enable that road to do as well as it 
formerly did by way of the Sunset 
Route 


This change will last for months and 


possibly for years, thus working to a 
good advantage for Ogden. Many peo- 
ple never baring seen this country be- 
fore, will have the opportunity of so 
doing, while the freight to be shipped 
tbjs way wiH be in very large amounts, 
necessitating extra trains, The regular 
passenger trains now running will uo 
doubt be equal to the demand, although 
the cars will have no room to spare 
and it may be possible that some extras 
will be run.

THE WATER ANALYZED. 


Professor Wilson Submits His Iteport to 


the City Council 


On Friday Councilman Byland pro- 


oared a quantity of water from the 
spring which has been found at the 
site, where the Board of City Trustees 
are at present experimenting with a 
view of obtaining a sufficient quantity 
of water for town use, and at Mr 
Byland's request Professor N. E. Wil- 
son, chemist at the University Experi- 
ment Station, made an analysis and bis 
report is as follows t

by yon has been analyzed and found to 
contain : 


Free ammonia, 0 05 parts per million

Total solid matter, 7.00 grains per 


gallons. 


Of which there are fixed or mineral 


solids, 4.00 giains per gallon, and vola- 
tile or organic solids, 3.00 grains per 
gallon.
